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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: on page 2 of Remarks Applicants argue that U.S. 
5,525,542 to Maniar et al. does not teach or suggest that "group III nitride compound semiconductor comprises a p-type group III nitride 
compound semiconductor, as recited in claims 21 and 38". Applicants' attention is drawn to the fact that the feature Applicants are relying 
on is not cited in the indicated independent claims 21 and 38. With regard to the instant claim 33, which recites p-type semiconductor, 
Maniar teaches altering the composition of AIN by Introducing dopants and the motivation for using p-type dopants Is provided in 
paragraph 7 of the final office action. As to the removal of resist residues, Maniar teaches the use of UV radiation followed by alkaline 
solution treatment to develop resist into a patern, thus removing portion of photoresist. The use of alkaline solution is not precluded by the 
instant independent claims 21 and 38, which are inclusive or open-ended and do not exclude additional, unrecited elements or method 
steps.. 
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
